Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1 1/18/2005 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Eslinger 
(US#6120107). 
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Eslinger discloses all the limitations of the instant claims including: a control 
system having one or more inputs 26, 38 indicative of a vehicle operating state, and an 
output 44 for determining whether a compressor 14 is on-load or of-load, the system 
further including target means to calculate a target pressure (P, Pci, Pco) for a reservoir 
20 downstream of said compressor, said output being responsive to said target means, 
wherein the target pressure is higher (up to Pco) during a zero throttle opening state. 
Note the system changes the target pressure to Pco during the zero throttle state. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tonegawa 
(US#4459085). 

Tonegawa discloses all the limitations of the instant claims including: a control 
system having one or more inputs 4 indicative of a vehicle operating state, and an 
output for determining whether a compressor 10 is on-load or of-load, the system further 
including target means to calculate a target pressure (P1, P2) for a reservoir 12 
downstream of said compressor, said output being responsive to said target means, 
wherein the target pressure is higher (P2) during throttle-off modes than throttle-on 
modes (P1 ). Note the system changes the target pressure to P2 during the zero 
throttle state. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, t-7 and 9-13 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/18/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. - 

With regards to claims 1-J and 9-13, Applicant's arguments are persuasive. 
Regarding claim 8, the language of the claim does not make the distinction that the 
target pressure is changeable to different values within the zero throttle opening state. 
Note the relied upon references change the target pressure to a different value and 
maintain that value during the zero throttle state. It is maintained that this is readable 
upon the recited "change the target pressure during the zero throttle opening state". 
Also note that claim 8 does not require "real time" calculation.
